With Friends in High Places, You, 
Too, Can Prevent Oil Drilling

MIAMI—Florida is so darn special that we don’t 
have to let BP or ExxonMobil drill oil wells offshore. 
That’s what the Trump administration now says. 


So quit your whining, both Carolinas. 
Put a sock in it, Maryland. Chill out, California. 
Zip your lip, Virginia. 


Last week, Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke 
unexpectedly exempted only Florida from Trump’s 
sweeping new plan to open once-protected coastal 
waters to oil and gas exploration. 


“Unique” is how Zinke described the Sunshine 
State, and, by golly, we are. Here’s one thing that 
makes us different from the other seaboard states 
whose economies would be walloped by a major oil 
spill: 


Rick Scott, our Republican governor, needed a 
favor. 


He is currently undergoing conversion therapy to 
become an environmentalist in time for the 2018 
election, when he'll be running for the U.S. Senate 
against a longtime incumbent Democrat, Bill 
Nelson. 


Changing Scott’s image is a challenge because 
he’s spent the past seven years gutting our 


Department of Environmental Regulation, 
stacking the regional water boards with pro- 
development political allies, slashing funds 
for the purchase of conservation lands and 
purging the term “climate change” from the state 
vocabulary. 


Until a week or so ago, Scott had expressed 
few worries about the threats posed by oil 
exploration. During his first run for governor, he 
opposed not only a state constitutional ban on 
coastal drilling, but even a moratorium. 


At the time he took that unpopular position, the 
Deepwater Horizon rig was still spewing millions 
of gallons of crud into the Gulf of Mexico. 


Last summer, when Trump officials began 
disseminating plans to scrap the ban on near- 
shore drilling, Scott was one of the few coastal 
governors who didn’t make a peep. 


He’s a loyal pal of the president, you understand. 


But when the new federal drilling policy became 
official on Jan. 4, somebody evidently pulled Scott 
aside and explained that he’d have to address 
the subject if he didn’t want to get burned in the 
upcoming Senate race. Bill Nelson has been a 
vocal opponent of offshore drilling for decades. 


So our shy governor mustered his courage and 
spoke up in opposition to the Trump plan. He 
even wrote some letters! 
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And, lo and behold, last week Secretary Zinke 
flew to the Tallahassee airport and met with 
Scott for 20 enlightening minutes. Afterwards, 
in a statement praising everything but Scott’s 
choice of socks, Zinke proclaimed: 


“IT support the governor’s position that Florida 
is unique and its coasts are heavily reliant on 
tourism as an economic driver...I am removing 
Florida from consideration for any new oil and 
gas platforms.” 


That’s when the jealous sniping started. 


Other governors, lawmakers and _ officials 
from both parties are saying their states also 
depend on clean beaches and clean water for 
tourism, recreation and commercial fishing. 
Why aren’t they getting the same consideration 
as Florida? 


“Outrageous,” fumed Oregon Gov. Kate Brown, 
a Democrat who said she’d also reached out to 
Zinke but never got a response. 


Another critic, GOP congressman and former 
South Carolina governor Mark Sanford said, “I 
mean, you can’t say, I don’t want to see an oil 
rig from Mar-a-Lago as you look out from the 
waters of Palm Beach, but it’s OK to look at an 
oil rig from Hilton Head or Charleston.” 


Hey, it’s not our fault there’s no Trump 
waterfront resort in South Carolina. If there 
were, you folks wouldn’t have to stress about 
someday gazing across the waves at a drilling 
platform. You’d probably be exempt, just like 
us! 


Anyhow, most of the rigs will be too far away 
to ruin the view. The Deepwater Horizon, 
remember, was 41 miles at sea. 


If it makes you feel better about Florida’s free 
pass, Scott could easily revert to his pro-drilling 
stance if he gets to the Senate. Previously he 
has flip-flopped on other big issues, such as 
Medicaid, once he stopped campaigning. 


Healthy oceans benefit everyone, so some of 
us feel sort of guilty that Trump chose our 
state above the others—though not too guilty 
to experience relief. 


Whether the president cut us a break because 
he wants to help his buddy Rick win the 
election, or because he doesn’t want tar balls 
on the beach at Mar-a-Lago, the result is the 
same: We’ve been spared from the specter of 
a near-shore oil disaster, at least for a while. 


It’s good to be special. And maybe if your 
governor can get Ryan Zinke alone for 20 
minutes—and Trump buys a mansion on your 
coast—you can be special, too.

Pro-union groups and anti- 
union forces. People who _ believe 
everything they read on the Internet. 
People who believe nothing. And all of 
these views are broadcast on 24-hour 
cable news. 


In these uncertain times, I have 
suggestions for anyone who purports to 
have our country’s best interests at heart. 


If you are smart—truly intelligent, 
maybe even with a Mensa membership 
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and a genius rated 1.Q.—for God’s 
sake, don’t tell people how smart you 
are. Just show us. Act like a genius. If 
you're a wannabe genius, just fake it. 
At least behave like you are intelligent. 
In the end, your intelligence is a 
determination best left up to others. 


If you’re wealthy, really wealthy, don’t 
tell us—don’t throw it in our face. 
Behave like a wealthy farmer in Iowa. 
If they ever spring for a new pickup 
truck, you can bet itll be the same 
color as their old one.

It’s 
also best to refrain from criticisms 
and demeaning statements about 
people from other countries 
and cultures around the world, 
particularly if you haven’t traveled 
and met those people. Most people, 
in most places, seem to be every bit 
as nice as we are. 


If you are an evangelical Christian 
(and I’m reaching here because I’m 
not sure what that is), let us know 
about your faith by your actions— 
your commitment to family values, 
your concern for children’s well 
being after they’re born, your desire 
for peace and love and all things 
Christian in this world. Preaching 
the  gospel—proselytizing—doesn’t 
carry much punch when it’s used to 
justify war in more areas of the world 
than we’ve ever known. 


Over the past 25 years, I’ve developed 
an interest in Buddhism. I’m not 
a Buddhist—I was raised in the 
Episcopal Church. But I’ve read books 


covering all facets of the world’s sixth 
most popular religion. 


The sole reason for my interest is 
that I have worked with a beautifully 
intelligent woman for more than a 
quarter ofa century. She is a Buddhist. 
I have watched her approach to all 
types of trials and issues that we 
face in life. Through joy and sadness 
and conflict and celebration, she has 
been an inspiration to me and many 
others. My interest in her religion has 
had almost nothing to do with her 
talking about it. She’s a very quiet 
person. I’ve watched the way she has 
lived her life. She doesn’t talk bad 
about other people. She doesn’t wear 
her American pride on her lapel.

He would occasionally 
mass-tag me in something he was 
promoting, but we didn’t trade any 
communication until January. 


I was at my boyfriend Eddie’s, and we 
decided to run a couple errands after 
he was off from work. As I was getting 
ready, the messages began—each 
one more grating than the last. I was 
being slowly belittled, but I did my 
best to take the high road, looking for 
a way out of the conversation. 


He wanted a phone call to discuss 
details, but each time he typed out 
“darling,” I knew what it meant. I

could hear his tone in his texts, and 
everything in my gut was annoyed 
and knew this wasn’t someone I 
wanted a business relationship with. 
I’m guilty of pet names, too, but this 
was a change in his tone from the 
October chat. He was trying to make 
me feel stupid, like a vapid little girl 
out of her depth. 


I could hear Eddie hit the front door, 
greeted by the tail wagging and happy 
barking of his dog Lily when the last 
texts rolled in. I was shocked and 
angry. Not only were they sexually 
explicit and demeaning, there was 
an honest to goodness threat: “And 
if you piss me off, I will take 10,000 
and invest in shutting you down.” 


I handed Eddie my phone to read the 
messages and watched as his face 
dropped and then turned to anger. 


Then it was time for a decision. Do 
I pretend this never happened? He 
wanted me to be embarrassed by 
the words he typed, but I’m not. He 
wanted me to be scared, but I’m not. 
He wanted to control me, but that 
wasn’t in the cards. 


With Grandma in mind, I made a 
vague post and littered the comment 
section with screenshots. I would 
not let him hide. I let others know, 
made new friends in the process, 
and found so many stories of how 
he’s done this to others. They always 
do this to others. There is a pattern 
of poor behavior that is waiting to be 
unearthed. 


The next several days saw a storm 
of activity, with him replying from 
multiple accounts—but it was always 
him. No friends or family rushed 
to his defense. Not a single person 
stood up for him or apologized on his 
behalf. Instead, my family, friends, 
and people I don’t even know pushed 
back. 


This man is alone. He is literally 
attention-starved, and instead of 
building something with his legacy 
in mind, his name will always be 
associated with his putrid words. 
Just as the power of the Internet 
might have made him feel safe 
enough to spew vile words, it also 
gives us the power to say enough. 


And to say that this type of abusive 
bullying behavior will no longer be 
rug swept. That every time someone 
searches his name, my screenshots 
are there showing others just what 
type of person he is.

“unearthed” in Kiev years later (How in 
the world did it get from the capital of 
the Third Reich to the U.S.S.R.? Were 
the Russians looting or something?). Or 
you can just touch the “play” button and 
let J.G. Janitsch speak for himself. The 
17 tracks include church and chamber 
sonatas and overtures. Baroque music 
is some of the most orderly, best-of-all- 
possible-worlds sound humanity ever 
created. It’s interesting to listen and 
contemplate all the manmade hell that 
must have cut loose over this music 
before it was returned to light. It’s art, 
it’s history.

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Legalese

I was arrested and my charges were dismissed 
because I was innocent. Why is my mugshot still 
online and what can I do about it? 


A person’s photograph or “mugshot” is customarily 
taken when he or she is arrested. Most county and 
municipal law enforcement agencies post mugshots 
on their websites as a “public record.” 


The news websites or commercial sites seeking to 
exploit your arrest for commercial gain under the 
rubric of free speech scour Florida law enforcement 
websites to upload and post humiliating mugshots 
then offer to remove the mugshots for an extortionate 
fee. If you pay to remove a mugshot, the image often 
shows up on a different website and more money is 
demanded to remove it. 


Historically, First Amendment rights outweigh the 
rights of an accused. Journalists decide what records 
or photos are newsworthy. Based on a rationale 


that long predates the Internet, the publication of 
criminal arrest records is constitutionally protected 
speech. 


Today, the initial publication by law enforcement of 
mugshots of people who have not been convicted of 
a crime is under review. On July 1, 2018, a new 
Florida law will prohibit websites from charging 
people for removing mugshots and require the sites 
to remove them upon request. If the website refuses, 
courts may impose a civil penalty of $1,000 per day 
and award reasonable attorney fees. 


Existing Florida laws allow for arrest records to be 
sealed or expunged. A sealed record is placed under 
highly restricted access. An expunged record is 
removed from record systems or files and destroyed 
in a process often called expunction. 


Unfortunately, these laws do not control the 
publication of mugshots uploaded from law 
enforcement websites following an arrest. They 
do not prevent a mugshot from remaining online

forever, even if the person was found not guilty or the 
charges were dropped. There is no ready mechanism 
to delete the image from the Internet. And there is 
no requirement for law enforcement or publishers of 
arrest records to broadcast that you were innocent. 


The “presumption of innocence,” is one of the most 
sacred principles in the American criminal justice 
system. A person is innocent until proven guilty. 
The founding fathers of our nation adopted the 
philosophy of the English Jurist William Blackstone, 
who said in 1765: “It is better that ten guilty persons 
escape than that one innocent suffer.” 


Consult an attorney to learn more about sealing arrest 
records and the expunction process. Hold exploiting 
websites accountable under the new law next year. 
Encourage local law enforcement and news outlets 
to re-examine the newsworthiness and initial online 
release of mugshot photos for minor offenses.

Why “The Post” Is the Most 


Important Film of the Year 


By Dr. David C. Simmons 


Warning: Contains 46-year-old 
spoilers from history. Do not read 
until after seeing the film. 


Steven Spielberg’s The Post is 
not only the first awards film fast- 
tracked into production during the 
Trump administration, it’s also the 
most important film of the year. 
It reminds us of three important 
things. 


1. Why women’s voices need to be 
heard. 

The Post’s screenplay was originally 
written by 31-year-old first-time 
screenwriter Liz Hannah. It was 
purchased by Amy Paschal, the head 
of Sony, who later hired Josh Singer 
(Spotlight) to do some rewrites. The 
story focuses on an important woman 
who has been virtually ignored by 
historians—Kay Graham, the owner 
of the Washington Post—during the 
era of the Pentagon Papers. 


In one of her early scenes, Kay 
Graham (the masterful Meryl Streep) 
participates in a board meeting of 
her newspaper, otherwise comprised 
entirely of men. A question is asked 
of the table, but as Graham answers 
it, she is completely ignored. A male 
board member stumbles around, 
eventually calculating the same 
information, and is immediately

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listened to. It’s a situation many 
women have become familiar with. 


Yet the time comes when Graham 
is the one who has to make the 
decision about whether or not to 
publish the Pentagon Papers, after 
a federal district judge forbids the 
New York Times from doing so. Both 
the legal team and the head of the 
board insist she not do it. She, Ben 
Bradlee (the editor of the paper, 
played by a gruff Tom Hanks), and 
others could go to prison. The paper, 
once owned by her father, and later 
her husband, could be ruined. It’s 
one of the most thrilling moments of 
the film as Spielberg’s camera swirls 
around Graham as if echoing her own 
swirling thoughts. Streep delivers the 
tentative uncertainty that Graham 
must have been feeling when she 
bravely puts the good of the country 
before her own safety and stammers: 
“Go...let’s, let’s go...let’s publish.” 


Later, Ben Bradlee’s wife, Tony (an 
amenable Sarah Paulson) reminds her 
husband that Graham was not only 
courageous, but had to be so while 
also being undervalued by society 
for being a woman: “When you’re 
told time and time again that you’re 
not good enough, that your opinion 
doesn’t matter as much. When they 
don’t just look past you when to them 
you're not even there. When that’s 
been your reality for so long, it’s hard

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not to let yourself think it’s true. So to 
make this decision, to risk her fortune 
and the company that’s been her 
entire life? Well, I think that’s brave.” 


The Post shows how important 
women’s voices are, and why 
institutions should listen to them. 


2. How we need to hold corrupt, 
authoritarian governments 
accountable. 

The film also shows how to act morally 
in a system that is not. 


Early on, military analyst Daniel 
Ellsberg (Matthew Rhys) hears 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara 
(Bruce Greenwood) tell his staff that 
the U.S. is losing the war in Vietnam, 
right before giving a statement to the 
press that’s the complete opposite. 
Ellsberg’s conscience tells him that 
the truth (this war continues because 
no administration wants to be the first 
to lose a war) needs to be brought to 
light to save American lives. 


A Post reporter, Ben Bagdikian (Bob 
Odenkirk), eventually discovers that 
Ellsberg is the leak that gave the 
Pentagon Papers to the New York 
Times. After tracking him down and 
receiving a complete copy of the 
papers, he wonders why Ellsberg 
would risk his freedom to do this. 
Ellsberg responds: “Wouldn’t you to 
go prison to stop this war?” 


There are several lines in the film 
that sound like they were written 
about our current administration. 
Kay Graham says, “The Nixon White 
House is nothing if not vindictive.” 


In a chilling moment, Ben Bradlee 
says of the Nixon administration, 
“The way they lied—those days have 
to be over. We have to be the check 
on their power. If we don’t hold them 
accountable, my God, who will?” 


After the screening I saw in Destin, 
the audience clapped and cheered. 
There’s a feeling in the air that if ever 
there were a time to hold governments 
accountable for their misdeeds, it’s 
now. 


3. Why we need a free press. 

As the founding fathers understood, 
the most effective way to hold a 
government accountable to the people 
is with a free press. In The Post, we 


hear some actual tapes of Nixon’s 
phone calls. He describes the New 
York Times as “enemies,” forbids 
any employee from the Washington 
Post from ever again being admitted 
inside the White House, and seeks 
to prosecute reporters and _ their 
sources. It all seems vaguely similar 
to the current administration, which, 
in addition to these tactics, also 
attempts the new technique of eroding 
the public’s faith in the free press. 


The Post strikes back against this. At 
one point in the film, an anonymous 
young woman delivers the first pages of 
the Pentagon Papers to the Washington 
Post in a nondescript box. Spielberg’s 
camera follows that box, without a 
cut, as it careens through a maze of 
typing newspaper reporters—a beacon 
of truth wading through a sea of noise. 


Upon receipt of the papers, the 
newspaper’s chairman of the board, 
Fritz Beebe (Tracy Letts), tries to 
convince Ben Bradlee not to publish 
them: “If the government wins and 
we're convicted, the Washington Post, 
as we know it, will cease to exist.” 
Bradlee responds, “If we live in a 
world where the government can tell 
us what we can and can’t print, then 
the Washington Post, as we know it, 
has already ceased to exist.” 


After Kay Graham’s decision to 
publish is made, Spielberg crosscuts 
dramatically between the typesetting 
of the press and Bradlee’s comment to 
Graham: “We could all go to prison.” 
Spielberg crosscuts again between 
the ink flowing down the printing 
chambers and the newspaper’s 
legal team arriving in the middle 
of the night, trying to block the 
printing. Although the publishing of 
the Pentagon Papers almost didn’t 
happen, the film’s editing implies that 
truth eventually will flow forth. 


As Justice Hugo Black’s opinion 
in the Supreme Court’s ruling (of 
the right of the press to publish the 
Pentagon Papers) reminds us: “In 
the First Amendment, the Founding 
Fathers gave the free press the 
protection it must have to fulfill its 
essential role in our democracy. The 
press was to serve the governed, not 
the governors.” 


Such reminders could not be more 
timely today.

Panned by critics and ignored by 
moviegoers, this 2016 flick was 
a box office loser that eventually 
earned the dubious honor of being 
Tom Hanks’ lowest grossing film in 
30 years.

Okki Dokki Korean... 
Better Get There Early 


I had my first taste of Korean food in New York 
in the early 1980s, when I worked for a Korean- 
owned company. My boss took me to lunch 
and ordered for me from the Korean side of the 
menu—pungent kimchee, sweet and savory beef 
bulgogi, and wonderfully varied seafood soups. 
I ate Korean food several times a month and 
sampled some of the oddest (sea cucumber?) and 
most delicious food a kid from Ohio would ever 
want to eat. 


This area is blessed with an abundance of Korean 
places. There’s a welcoming, generous vibe about 
the cooking and the vigorous flavors—pickled 
vegetables, sesame, garlic, fiery peppers. Their 
love of beef would do Texas proud. Like their 
neighbors the Japanese, they never met a fish or 
a vegetable they didn’t like. 


I first went to Okki Dokki Korean Restaurant 
in Fort Walton Beach on a weeknight. They are 
open weekdays from 11 a.m. to 8 p.m., and the 
full menu is available all day. My family and I got 
there around 6:15 p.m., and the place was closed. 
I went back by myself the following day for lunch 
and takeout. My luck was better. 


Okki Dokki sits in a row of shops and businesses 
on Beal Parkway. You need to look sharp or you 
will miss the modest sign. Inside is a small dining 
room, with tables for two, four, and more. There 
are posters and little decorative touches on the 
walls. 


I got there at around 11:30 a.m., and the place 
was about half-full, mostly military, mostly NCOs. 
A large table of sergeants was nearing the end of 
the meal, talking blood types. The staff consisted 
of a hostess (probably the owner), who took orders, 
served, cleared away, and took payment, and an 
unseen cook in the closed-off kitchen. 


I was greeted with a smile, offered a seat, and given 
a menu. Okki Dokki features lunch specials from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m., appetizers, noodles, entrees with 
beef, chicken, pork and shrimp, and a section titled 
“Tradition,” with hardcore Korean dishes. Upon 
sitting, I was served five small dishes containing 
pickled bean sprouts, cucumbers, radishes, 
greens, and vegetable pancakes. 


I’d checked out a photo of the menu online and 
had some choices in mind. To dine in, I ordered 
hae mul pa jun, a hot savory pancake of vegetables, 
shrimp and octopus in a light batter. For the main 
courses (to go) I ordered nagki bokkum, stir-fried 
mini-octopus with vegetables, in a spicy sauce, 
with rice, an appetizer order of yaki mandu (fried 
meat dumplings) and beef bulgogi with rice. The 
server asked how spicy I wanted my entrees, calling 
my preferences back to the cook. 


The vegetables were crisp and fresh. The spice was 
mid-level. I was about finished when the pancake 
arrived, crackling and rolling steam from the pan. 
Green, yellow and orange vegetables, chunks of 
shrimp and octopus tentacles, were held together 
by a light, crisply caramelized batter. Soy sauce 
with sesame comes on the side. You slice and eat 
it like a pie. I ate half (it’s fabulous) and boxed the 
rest for home. It’s a perfect meal for one, and a 
great appetizer to share. Other starters include egg 
drop soup, seaweed wrapped rice and vegetables 
(kim bob), and a vegetable pancake. 


The takeout arrived, expertly packaged, with more 
dipping sauce, an extra-large box of kimchee 
and vegetables, napkins and chopsticks, all on a 
cardboard tray for transport. 


Later that evening, we had the dumplings, bulgogi 
and octopus with rice. All reheated fine, all were 
spiced as ordered. The dumplings were crisp and 
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full of meat. The sweet, smoky bulgogi took me back 
to my New York days, and the plentiful octopus in 
vegetables had just the right degree of chewiness. 


Other main dishes on the menu include fried rice, 
bulgogi with pork, chicken or shrimp, noodle and 
seafood soups, dumplings in broth, noodles with 
pork or beef, spicy soups with meat, beef ribs, 
vegetables or kimchee, stir fried squid, pork or 
assorted fish, bean curd, seafood stew and monk 
fish. I did not see any desserts on the menu. 


When I paid at the counter, the hostess bowed 
her thanks. I took a chance on my very limited 
knowledge of Korean to thank her in her own 
language—kamsa-hamnida. I got it right. She 
smiled very big. I asked her about the place having 
been closed the previous night. She nodded and 
smiled again. “We sold all the food.”

Grand Times Await 
at Grimaldi’s

There’s nothing better 
than the bready scent of 
pizza, hot out of the oven, 
wafting through the 
frosty night air. Except 
maybe a fully loaded 
bar. Youll find both at 
Grimaldi’s in Grand 
Boulevard at Sandestin. 


Rest assured, the fresh 
baked fragrance is more 
than a tease. The pizza 
here has an artisan look 
and homemade | taste, 
cooked in a real brick 
oven that’s meticulously 
maintained to produce 
pies that don’t disappoint. 
And Grimaldi’s gets big 
bonus points for having 
an open view kitchen 
that lets you watch the 
pizzas being made in a 
superclean workspace. 


It would be worth the trip just for the eats. Besides 
those top-of-the-line pies, the menu includes plenty 
of yummy apps—bruschetta, anyone?—salads, 
pasta and decadent desserts. But their fully stocked 
bar has proven to be just as worthy. 


Here you'll find an extensive selection of wine that 
includes imports from Italy as well as domestics 
from Sonoma and Napa. Admittedly, we’re not big 
on wine unless it hails from those very places. Most 
varieties are offered by the bottle and/or carafe, 
as well as by the glass, making it a grape place to 
do some sampling. (And come up with a lot of bad 
grape puns, too.) 


Be forewarned—their signature drinks are also 
pretty tempting. One of our faves is their Long 
Island Limoncella vodka martini, made with fresh 
squeezed lemons. It not only tastes like summer but 
packs enough of a one-two alcoholic punch to warm 
up even a true Floridian on a chilly night. Take that, 
Old Man Winter. 


If the bar selections don’t make you feel like an 
over-21 kid in a candy store, wait until you view 
the brews. They have plenty on tap—we counted 
12—ranging from the local 30A Beach Blonde to 
the Italian Peroni. Plus, there are about 10 more 
available by the bottle, including fruity options like 
Leinenkugel’s Summer Shandy, Angry Orchard’s 
Hard Cider and New Belgium’s Citradelic. And of 
course, youll find the everyday classics from Mich, 
Bud and Coors if you’re looking for something 
familiar and predictable. 


If not, we say go with Lagunitas Sumpin’ Sumpin,’ 
a full-flavored wheat, mildly hoppy beer with a

fruity edge. If you’d rather play it deliciously safe, 
go for Sierra Nevada’s Pale Ale, one of our all-time 
favorite beers and the perfect complement to just 
about anything edible. If IPAs are your thing, we’d 
again suggest Lagunitas. And not just because 
they’re a dependably fine brewer, but because their 
IPA is so well-balanced and not overly bitter or 


hoppy. 


Here’s the best part. Despite offering a veritable 
bar bonanza of selections including well-prepared 
libations and worthy wines and beers, prices aren’t 
extravagant. Beers are four to six bucks, and most 
glasses of vino run between seven and 10, with a 
few costing a couple bucks more. 


If you’re really counting your pennies, the time to hit 
this place is between 3:30 and 5 p.m. That’s when 
the pizza ovens are down for “stoking,” a renewal 
process done twice a day to ensure the coals fire 
perfectly. Instead of closing down the entire shop, 
Grimaldi’s takes advantage of this time by throwing 
a very happy hour—actually, and hour and a half— 
by slashing two bucks off the price of beer, wine and 
“signature drinks.” Though pizzas aren’t available, 
antipasto and the much beloved bruschetta are. 
And they’re also discounted two bucks. 


Grimaldi’s is open for both lunch and dinner and 
stays true to its 10 or 11 p.m. closing time, even on 
quiet winter nights. Besides offering top-notch fare 
that isn’t overpriced, you'll find a quaint and clean 
atmosphere here as well as staff that’s pleasant, 
helpful and obviously well trained. 


And if that isn’t enough to tempt you, trust us, one 
whiff of the air inside will be. 
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Restaurant Makeover -

(Or Why I Moved Back to Florida)

I moved back to Fort Walton Beach 
in the summer of 2016 after being 
away for over 35 years. I was living 
and teaching in Virginia during that 
time. Numerous snowstorms and 
blizzards came my way over the years 
and resulted in many missed days of 
school. The year I retired from teaching, 
my school system had missed so many 
days due to snow that we had school on 
three Saturdays, plus extended days to 
make up the time. 


The city of Virginia Beach, Virginia, 
only has 35 snowplows even though 
it is a large town with a population 
of over 450,000. The city plows the 
main thoroughfares first and the 
neighborhood streets last. So that 
means that school buses can’t get into 
the neighborhoods until it is safe to 
transport students...therefore, many 
missed days of school. 


Recently, my father-in-law became very 
ill. My husband and I headed to Virginia 
Beach right as Winter Storm Grayson 
started hitting the east coast from 
Florida to Maine. We drove up I-85 that 
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day because things were already getting 
bad along I-10 and I-95 in northeast 
Florida and southern Georgia. 


All was fine until we hit Burlington, 
North Carolina, around 5 p.m. It 
started with flurries and then snow 
began falling heavily. As we got off the 
exit, our car was sliding. We stopped 
and got a hotel for the night. 


The next morning, it was a winter 
wonderland outside. Thank goodness 
we had picked up an ice scraper the 
day before when we stopped for gas (we 
threw our old one out when we moved 
to Florida). However, I-85 was clear and 
we hopped on to continue our journey 
to Virginia Beach. All was fine until we 
got to Suffolk, Virginia. Snow was still 
falling there, and the roads had not 
been cleared. My husband drove slowly 
on one lane of the interstate as I white- 
knuckle gripped the dashboard. 


We got off at the exit to Virginia Beach 
and promptly got stuck in the snow. As 
my husband pushed the car, I floored 
the gas pedal. No southern hospitality 
here, as cars just drove around us and 
one even beeped at us. We were finally 
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able to get out of the snow and onto 
a flat, icy part of the road. We headed 
to my _ sister-in-law’s house and 
promptly got stuck trying to get into 
her driveway. It took shoveling and 
using flat boards to get us out of that 
one. 


Temperatures were around 15 
degrees the next morning, so none 
of the 10 inches of snow the area 
received had melted. The sun was 
out, but that snow and ice wasn’t 
going anywhere. Obviously there was 
no school. The last time I had worn 
at least three layers of clothing was 
before we moved back to Florida. It 
did not help that I only had tennis 
shoes on and no snow boots. 


We were able to visit with my father- 
in-law at the facility where he lives, 
but proceeded to get stuck again. 
This time, two good Samaritans 
helped push us out of the snow. 
Once back at my sister-in-law’s, we 
did not venture out again until the 
next day. Again, the temperatures 
were around 15-20 degrees and 
nothing was melting. We spent time 
with my ailing father-in-law again. 
The interstates were clear, but exits, 
side roads, and neighborhood roads 
were still full of snow. 


Since my father-in-law seemed 
better, we decided to head back home 
to Fort Walton Beach on Sunday. The 
temperature was around 10 degrees 
that morning. It took us over an hour 
to even get out of Virginia Beach. 
Once we began to head west, the 
roads got better, but the temperature 
did not. When we got to Emporia, 
Virginia, where we would pick up 
I-95 south, the temperature was 
minus four degrees. 


As I write this snow tale, my former 
teaching colleagues in Virginia Beach 
are on their sixth snow day. The snow 
is beginning to melt, but in its place 
is muddy slush. It has been pretty 
cold down here this last month, and I 
have even had to use my gloves. 


But at least I didn’t have to use an ice 
scraper, extra windshield wiper fluid, 
de-icing spray, snow shovel, and 
salt. Plus, I don’t have to worry about 
sliding on the sidewalks and roads. 


By the way, the high for Fort Walton 
Beach today is supposed to be 71 
degrees. 
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That’s an excellent question. There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.
